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Remarks 

Claims 1, 2, 18, 19, 25, 31 and 32 are pending. 

Examiner withdrew claims 2, 18, 19, 31, and 32 as being drawn to a non-elected specie. 
Applicants respectfully disagree. Claims 2, 18, 19, 31 and 32 are drawn to Group I and the 
elected specie and thus should not be withdrawn from instant application. Therefore, Applicants 
respectfully request the inclusion of Claims 2, 18, 19, 31, and 32 among the claims elected to be 
examined on the merits. During an inter\'iew on January 30, 2007, Applicants stated that Claims 
2, 18, and 19 should not be withdrawn as they are specifically defined. Examiner agreed to 
reconsider. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C.S 1 12 

Claims 1,2, 18, 19, 25, 3 1 , and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C.§ 112, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in such a way as to enable one skilled in the 
art to use the invention commensurate in scope with the claims, specifically, the examiner 
maintained that the term angiogenesis is very broad. Applicants respectfully traverse. In the 
interview with Examiner on January 30, 2007, Applicants agreed to amend the claim to include 
"The method of inhibiting angiogenesis by cell migration." An assay for testing compounds of 
the instant application via inhibition of the migration of the human microvascular endothelial 
cells is described on page 1 1 of the specification. It is well established in the literature that 
inhibiting the migration of the human microvascular endothelial cells inhibits angiogenesis. In 
view of the amendments and remarks, applicants respectfully maintain that the rejection is now 
moot and request withdrawal of the same. 

ACTION REQUESTED 

In view of the amendments and the aforementioned remarks. Applicants believe that the 
application is in condition for allowance and respectfully request that the Examiner withdraw all 
outstanding rejections.
